The platform adopted by the State 
Republican convention laat night at 
Lexington oarriea a general denuncia- 
tion of the conduct of aifaira by the 

Democratic party of the state. 

It recommends tue removal of penal 
and charitable institutions of the state 
from politics, the appointments to po- 
sitions in these places to be made with 
a view of selecting men qualifled for 
the poaltlon, regardlaaa of political af- 
niiatlon. 

It also condemns the manner in 
which the tax law has been adminis- 
tered by the Tax Commission, and 
while admitting that the liasii- prinei- 
ples of the laws are good, recommends 
that amendments be made to it that 
will remedy It U also pledges a thor- 
ough- Investigation of iU adminUtra- 
Uon by the Democratic oIDioUIb and a 
willingness to hear all caaee of griev- 
ances which are considered worthy. 

Tlie State Text Book Commission 
was also denounced, as wa.s appoint- 
ment of special attorney by tlie state 
at what are styled exhorbitant prices, 
to do work, It la aaserted, should have 
been done by officials In the offlce of 
the Attorney General. 

It oondemna extravagance of Demo- 
cratic officials and the failure to keep 
pledges, declaring that public funds 
were wasted and public and cliarilable 
institutions were used to further po- 
litical ambitions. 

It made a flat declaration in favor 
Of the adoption of the state-wide pro- 
hibition amendment to the constitu- 
tion, and endoraea the tader»l amend- 
ment It also, made a poaltlre declar- 
ation In favor of wom|JMultrage. 

The paiUoii record of Covernor was 
scored, the alatenieni beiiii; made that 
(iovernor Stanley abused the power ol 
his offlco by rtlfcaslhg rrlnilnsls indlH 
criniinately.

the Btete Central and Executive Com- 
mittees, called the meeting to order.
